[Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Note  -  Bayview  Senior  Housing  - 1751  Carroll  Avenue  - 
$28,500,000] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  execution,  sale  and  delivery  of  a  housing  revenue  note  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $28,500,000  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
financing  for  the  construction  of  a  121 -unit  affordable  multifamily  senior  residential 
rental  housing  project,  known  as  Bayview  Senior  Housing;  approving  the  form  and 
authorizing  the  execution  of  a  funding  loan  agreement  and  a  borrower  loan  agreement; 
providing  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  note  and  authorizing  the  execution  and 
delivery  thereof;  approving  the  form  and  authorizing  the  execution  of  a  regulatory 
agreement  and  declaration  of  restrictive  covenants;  authorizing  the  collection  of 
certain  fees;  approving  modifications,  changes,  and  additions  to  the  documents; 
granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  actions  necessary  to  implement  this 
Resolution;  and  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in  connection  with 
the  note  and  the  Project,  as  defined  herein. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
"Board")  desires  to  provide  for  a  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  acquisition,  development, 
construction  and  equipping  by  Carroll  Avenue  Senior  Homes,  L.P.,  a  California  limited 
partnership  (the  "Borrower"),  of  a  121 -unit  affordable  multifamily  senior  residential  rental 
housing  development  located  at  1751  Carroll  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  California,  known  as 
"Bayview  Senior  Housing"  (the  "Project"),  to  provide  housing  for  persons  of  very  low  income 
through  the  execution  of  a  multifamily  housing  revenue  note;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  is  authorized  to  issue 
revenue  obligations  to  provide  financing  for  multifamily  rental  housing  pursuant  to  the  Charter 
of  the  City,  Article  I  of  Chapter  43  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  and,  to  the  extent 
applicable,  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  of  Division  31  (commencing  with  Section  52075)  of  the  Health 
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and  Safety  Code  of  the  State  of  California  (the  "Health  and  Safety  Code"),  as  now  in  effect 
and  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  hereafter  be  amended  or  supplemented  (collectively,  the 
"Act");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Note  (hereinafter  defined)  may  qualify  for  tax 
exemption  under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended,  (the 
"Code"),  only  if  the  issuance  of  the  Note  is  approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the 
Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is  one  of  the 
applicable  elected  representatives  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Note  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  a  public  hearing  at  10:00  a.m.  on 
September  10,  2013,  notice  of  which  hearing  was  published  in  a  newspaper  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  and  an  opportunity  was 
provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  in  the  amount  of 
$28,500,000  and  the  plan  of  financing  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  13,  2013,  the  California  Debt  Limit  Allocation  Committee 
(CDLAC)  in  its  Resolution  Number  13-83  allocated  $28,500,000  in  qualified  private  activity 
bonds  to  the  Project; 

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Board  for  consideration  at 
this  meeting  the  following  documentation:  Funding  Agreement;  Borrower  Loan  Agreement; 
Regulatory  Agreement;  CDLAC  Resolution;  and  Tax  Equity  and  Fiscal  Responsibility  Act 
(TEFRA)  Public  Hearing  notice,  which  are  all  required  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Note,  and  such  documentation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Clerk 
of  the  Board");  and 

WHEREAS,  It  appears  that  each  of  the  documents  which  is  now  before  this  Board  is 
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substantially  in  appropriate  form  and  is  an  appropriate  instrument  to  be  executed  and 
delivered  for  the  purposes  intended;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  finds  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity  require  that  the  City 
at  this  time  make  arrangements  for  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Note  is  a  limited  obligation  of  the  City,  the  sole  source  of  repayment  of 
which  shall  be  payments  made  by  the  Borrower  under  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement 
(hereinafter  defined),  together  with  investment  income  of  certain  funds  and  accounts  held 
under  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  engaged  Squire  Sanders  (US)  LLP  and  Garcia,  Hernandez, 
Sawhney  &  Bermudez,  LLP,  as  co-note  counsel  with  respect  to  the  Note  ("Co-Note  Counsel"); 
and 

WHEREAS,  Citibank,  N.A.,  a  national  banking  association,  has  expressed  its  intention 
to  purchase,  or  cause  an  affiliate  to  purchase,  the  Note  authorized  hereby;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  By  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Approval  of  Recitals.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  that  the  above 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  of  Execution  and  Delivery  of  Note.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  a  revenue 
note  of  the  City,  which  note  comprises  a  Governmental  Lender  Note  under  the  Funding  Loan 
Agreement,  such  note  to  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Multifamily 
Housing  Revenue  Note  (Bayview  Senior  Housing),  2014  Series,"  or  such  other  designation  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  Note  from  any  other  bonds  or  notes  of 
the  City,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty-Eight  Million  Five  Hundred 
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Thousand  Dollars  ($28,500,000)  (the  "Note"),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve 
percent  (12%)  per  annum  for  the  Note,  and  which  shall  have  a  final  maturity  date  not  later 
than  forty  years  after  the  date  on  which  the  Note  is  executed  and  delivered.  The  Note  shall  be 
in  the  form  set  forth  in  and  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  and 
shall  be  executed  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor"), 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"). 

Section  3.  Approval  of  Funding  Loan  Agreement.  The  Funding  Loan  Agreement  (the 
"Funding  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  among  the  City,  Citibank,  N.A.,  as  funding  lender 
("Funding  Lender"),  and,  as  fiscal  agent,  a  trust  company,  a  state  banking  corporation  or  a 
national  banking  association  with  the  authority  to  accept  trusts  in  the  State  selected  by  the 
City  and  meeting  the  requirements  of  Section  1 1 .9  of  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  in  the 
form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.  Each  of  the  Mayor,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development,  the  Housing  Development  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  or  any  Authorized  Governmental  Lender  Representative  (as  such 
term  is  defined  in  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement)  (collectively,  the  "Authorized 
Representatives"  and  each,  an  "Authorized  Representative")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute 
the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said 
form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co- 
Note  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Borrower  Loan  Agreement.  The  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  (the 
"Borrower  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form 
presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby 
approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Borrower 
Loan  Agreement,  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together 
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with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Note  Counsel 
may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive 
Covenants.  The  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the 
"Regulatory  Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
approved  as  to  fomn  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such 
additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Note  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  shall  charge  a  fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with 
issuing  the  Note  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Note.  Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at  closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the  delivery  of  the  Note. 
The  City  shall  also  charge  an  annual  fee  for  monitoring  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the 
Regulatory  Agreement  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.125%  of  the  outstanding  principal 
amount  of  the  Note,  but  no  less  than  $2,500  annually,  for  the  term  of  the  Regulatory 
Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be  payable  upon  delivery  of  the  Note.  The  Board 
hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to  charge  and 
collect  the  fees  described  in  this  section,  which  shall  be  computed  as  set  forth  in  Section  19  of 
the  Regulatory  Agreement 

Section  7.  Modifications,  Changes.  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  or  the  Regulatory 
Agreement  (collectively,  "City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  Co- 
Note  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or 
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additions  to  the  City  Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such 
modification  does  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Note  in  excess  of 
$28,500,000,  provide  for  a  final  maturity  on  the  Note  that  is  later  than  forty  years  after  date  on 
which  the  Note  is  executed  and  delivered,  or  provide  for  the  Note  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  in 
excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of  any  modification,  addition  or 
change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  General  Authority.  The  Authorized  Representatives  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things 
and  take  any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and 
other  documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  documents  described  in  the  City 
Agreements,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  to  effectuate  the  purposes 
thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution. 

Section  9.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Note  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  10.  File.  All  documents  referenced  herein  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  are  located  in  File  No.  131 152,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution 
as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Resolution  retroactively  declaring  December  19,  2013,  Bay  Area  Water  Centennial  Day 
in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  A  reliable  water  system  is  a  critical  lifeline  that  supports  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  1906  earthquake,  when  San  Francisco  burned  to  the  ground 
due  to  lack  of  water,  San  Francisco  citizens  searched  for  a  reliable  and  sustainable  water 
supply;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December,  19,  1913,  President  Woodrow  Wilson  signed  into  law  the 
Raker  Act,  which  provided  San  Francisco  the  rights  of  way  to  construct  water  and  power 
facilities  over  federal  land  in  Yosemite  and  Stanislaus  National  Forest;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Act  allowed  for  the  construction  of  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  in  Hetch 
Hetchy  Valley  to  impound  drinking  water  from  the  Tuolumne  Watershed  for  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  and  for  the  construction  of  water-collection  and  hydroelectric  power-generating 
facilities  stretching  from  the  Sierras  to  the  Bay  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  its  passage,  San  Francisco  began  construction  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Regional  Water  System  in  1914  and  began  delivering  water  in  1934;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  construction  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Regional  Water  System  provided 
much  needed  jobs  during  the  Great  Depression  and  current  investment  through  the  Water 
System  Improvement  Program  continues  to  create  jobs  for  Bay  Area  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Hetch  Hetchy  Regional  Water  system  does  not  require  filtration,  is 
entirely  gravity  fed,  and  generates  an  average  of  1.7  billion  kilowatts  per  hour  of  clean 
renewable  energy  that  powers  municipal  buildings  and  services;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  reliability  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Regional  Water  System  has  been 
essential  to  the  gro\A/th  of  the  Bay  Area  into  an  economically  vibrant  region;  and 

WHEREAS,  Today  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Regional  Water  Systems  provides  265  million 
gallons  of  water  per  day  to  2.6  million  people  in  Alameda,  Santa  Clara,  San  Mateo,  and  San 
Francisco  counties;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  continued  to  invest  in 
San  Francisco's  water  infrastructure  in  order  to  ensure  that  clean  water  flows  to  Bay  Area 
residents  for  another  100  years;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  recognition  of  the  100th 
Anniversary  of  the  signing  of  the  Raker  Act,  does  hereby  proclaim  December  19,  2013,  as 
Bay  Area  Water  Centennial  Day.

[National  Slavery  and  Human  Trafficking  Prevention  Month  and  Human  Trafficking  Awareness 
Day] 

Resolution  recognizing  National  Slavery  and  Human  Trafficking  Prevention  Month  and 
National  Human  Trafficking  Awareness  Day  and  supporting  the  campaign  to  bring 
awareness  to  the  issue  of  human  trafficking. 

WHEREAS,  Human  trafficking  is  defined  as  the  "action  of  recruitment,  transportation, 
transfer,  harboring  or  receipt  of  persons  by  means  of  threat  or  use  of  force,  coercion, 
abduction,  fraud,  deception,  abuse  of  power  or  vulnerability,"  according  to  the  United  Nations' 
Trafficking  in  Persons  Protocol;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Department  of  State  estimates  that  over  20,000  -  40,000  people 
are  trafficked  into  the  United  States  each  year  for  involuntary  servitude  or  modern-day 
slavery;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  defined  under  U.S.  federal  law,  human  trafficking  includes  both  labor 
trafficking  -  anyone  forced  into  different  forms  of  labor  or  services  -  and  sex  trafficking  - 
children  involved  in  the  sex  trade  and  adults  age  18  or  over  who  are  coerced  or  deceived  into 
commercial  sex  acts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Polaris  Project  -  a  national  organization  that  raises  awareness  about 
human  trafficking  and  operates  the  National  Human  Trafficking  Resource  Center  hotline  -  has 
received  9,298  reports  of  potential  human  trafficking  cases  in  the  past  five  years  based  on 
phone  calls,  online  tip  forms,  and  emails;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Polaris  Projects  also  states  that  California  has  the  highest  number  of 
potential  trafficking  cases  relative  to  other  states;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  area  has  been  identified  by  the  FBI  as  one  of  the  three 
highest  child  sex  trafficking  areas  in  the  nation;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  FBI's  Operation  Cross  Country,  an  enforcement-driven  action  aimed 
to  address  commercial  child  sex  trafficking  throughout  the  United  States,  led  to  the  recovery 
of  12  juveniles  and  the  arrest  of  17  pimps  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  alone;  representing 
the  highest  number  of  victims  recovered  relative  to  the  other  46  FBI  divisions  involved;  and 

WHEREAS,  Vulnerability  to  human  trafficking  is  far-reaching  -  involving  men  or 
women,  adults  or  children,  foreign  nationals  or  U.S.  citizens,  those  who  are  well-educated  and 
those  without  formal  education;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  long  fought  for  civil  rights,  civil  liberties,  and  human 
rights,  and  recognizes  that  human  trafficking  violates  those  rights  on  every  level;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Collaborative  Against  Human  Trafficking  (SFCAHT), 
which  includes  government  and  law  enforcement  agencies,  service  providers,  educators,  and 
community  members,  endeavors  to  end  human  trafficking  through  collaboration,  education, 
outreach,  and  advocacy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  formed  the  Anti-Human  Trafficking  Taskforce  in  2013 
to  oversee  a  more  comprehensive,  victim-centered  approach  that  effectively  intervenes  in

Resolution  supporting  amendments  to  State  Law  to  return  local  control  over  the  Ellis 
Act  to  prevent  the  speculation  and  abuse  of  no-fault  evictions. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  has  historically  been 
among  the  cities  with  the  highest  average  rent  in  our  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  seen  significant  job  creation  and  employment  growth  in  the 
past  three  years,  seeing  unemployment  rates  decline  from  9.7  percent  in  August  2010  to  5.6 
percent  in  August  2013;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  population  of  the  City  has  continued  to  increase  during  the  past  three 
years  of  economic  growth,  resulting  in  an  increased  demand  for  housing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  From  1997  to  the  present,  according  to  Data  from  the  San  Francisco  Rent 
Board,  the  Ellis  Act  state  preemption  over  local  authority  has  allowed  3,061  units  in  San 
Francisco  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  rental  market;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Ellis  Act,  Gov.  Code  §  7060,  et  seq.,  provides,  with  limited  exceptions 
that  no  public  entity  shall,  by  statute,  ordinance,  regulation,  or  by  administrative  action  compel 
the  owner  of  any  residential  real  property  to  offer,  or  to  continue  to  offer,  accommodations  in 
the  property  for  rent  or  lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ellis  Act  is  increasingly  being  used,  not  by  long-term  owners  of  rental 
property  as  the  law  intended,  but  instead  by  new  owners  who  purchase  the  building  with  the 
intent  of  evoking  the  Ellis-Act  purely  for  speculative  purposes;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ellis  Act  has  adversely  affected  the  supply  of  rental  housing  in  San 
Francisco  by  restricting  its  availability  without  granting  municipalities  the  tools  to  directly  deal 
with  its  negative  consequences;  and 
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WHEREAS,  There  is  a  trend  emerging  in  which  the  Ellis  Act  is  used  by  entities  who 
buy  rental  residential  buildings  and  repeatedly  leave  the  rental  business,  exploiting  a  loophole 
in  the  Ellis  Act  that  the  legislature  may  not  have  intended  to  create  when  it  passed  the  law; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Speculators  who  use  the  Ellis  Act  to  evict  tenants  typically  target  the  City's 
most  vulnerable  residents:  the  elderly,  the  disabled,  those  living  with  disabling  HIV  or  AIDS, 
immigrants  and  others  who  are  long-term  residents  of  our  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  unintended  consequence  of  the  Ellis  Act  is  that  it  places  dependence 
for  unit-by-unit  replacement  of  lost  affordable  rental  supply  on  local  subsidy  or  market  rate 
developers;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  last  decade,  while  San  Francisco's  market  rate  developers,  through 
the  City's  inclusionary  housing  program,  has  produced  1,476  new  affordable  units  without  a 
City  subsidy,  during  the  same  period,  the  City  has  witnessed  1 ,763  eviction  notices  based  on 
the  Ellis  Act  -  creating  a  net  loss  in  non-City-subsidized  affordable  rental  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  last  decade,  while  San  Francisco  has  produced  on  average  41 1 
new  locally  subsidized  affordable  housing  units  each  year,  235  affordable  rental  units  on 
average  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  rental  market  each  year  due  to  the  Ellis  Act, 
diminishing  the  impact  that  City-subsidized  affordable  housing  production  has  had  on 
increasing  San  Francisco's  affordable  housing,  particularly  for  seniors  and  working  class 
households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  there  are  39,640  units  entitled  for  development  in  the  Planning 
Department's  most  recent  pipeline  report,  6,286  of  which  are  currently  under  construction, 
with  20  percent  currently  qualifying  as  permanently  affordable  housing,  the  use  of  the  Ellis  Act 
has  in  the  past  three  years  increased  170  percent,  with  116  evictions  from  March  2012  to 
February  2013;  and

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order 
to  satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  24,  2013,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a 
public  hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  on  December  9,  2013,  to  appear  in  the 
San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held 
the  public  hearing  described  above  on  December  9,  2013  and  an  opportunity  was 
provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the 
minutes  of  such  hearing  v^ere  provided  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  this 
meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City 
and  is  the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  v\/ithin  the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private 
activity  bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any 
calendar  year  by  entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to 
provide  the  method  of  allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds 
within  the  respective  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11.8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the 
State  of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling 
established  by  Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having 
the  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local 
agency  file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of 
the  California  Debt  Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt 
private  activity  bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state 
ceiling  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of 
one  percent  (1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00; 
now,  therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing 
recitals  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue 
the  Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or 
proceed  with  the  Project.

The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the 
Developer  for  actual  expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable 
costs  of  the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under 
general  federal  income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $45,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of 
the  governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located, 
hereby  approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 
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Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his 
designee  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (Director),  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (Application),  and  such  other  documents  as 
may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an 
allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $45,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (Deposit)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC 
procedures,  and  the  Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are 
available;  which  Deposit  shall  consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund 
established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01  of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and 
Tax  Regulations  Code  (Hotel  Tax  Fund). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or 
advisable  to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise 
effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such 
officers  and  employees  with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
submission  of  the  application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the 
Board  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  On  November  18,  2013,  the  SFPUC  Wastewater  Enterprise  maintenance 
staff  at  the  Southeast  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  (SEP)  observed  a  failure  of  the  fixed  gas 
monitoring  system  during  an  inspection;  and,

WHEREAS,  On  November  18,  2013,  the  SFPUC  General  Manager  declared  an 
emergency,  approved  by  the  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  to 
repair  the  fixed  gas  monitoring  system  at  the  SEP  and  thereby  protect  public  health  and 
safety;  and.

[Fracking  Moratorium  in  California] 

Resolution  supporting  a  moratorium  on  hydraulic  fracturing  in  the  State  of  California. 

WHEREAS,  Hydraulic  fracturing,  also  known  as  "fracking",  is  a  gas  and  oil  resource 
extraction  technology  that  drills  wells  vertically  and  horizontally  deep  under  the  earth's  surface 
through  water  tables,  requires  vast  quantities  of  water,  and  uses  numerous  toxic  chemicals 
injected  under  high  pressure  to  crack  shale  and  dense  rock  formations,  producing  toxic  waste 
water,  and  therefore  posing  great  potential  threat  to  the  public,  the  environment,  the  State's 
water  supply  and  our  coastal  waters;  and 

WHEREAS,  Hydraulic  fracturing  has  been  unregulated  in  California  and  the  California 
Department  of  Conservation,  Division  of  Oil,  Gas  and  Geothermal  Resources  (DOGGR)  has 
at  best  incomplete  records  of  the  locations  or  numbers  of  wells  where  hydraulic  fracturing  is 
being  used  to  extract  oil  and  gas  in  the  state,  nor  maintains  records  of  the  types  and  amounts 
of  chemicals  used,  the  amount  of  water  used  or  the  disposition  of  the  wastewater  generated 
by  this  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  oil  and  gas  industry  is  granted  exceptions  to  compliance  with  federal 
legislation  designed  to  protect  the  public  and  the  environment,  including  the  Safe  Drinking 
Water  Act  of  1974  and  the  Clean  Water  Act  of  1972;  and 

WHEREAS,  Wastewater  from  hydraulic  fracturing  may  be  laced  with  hundreds  of  toxic 
chemicals,  heavy  metals  and  naturally  occurring  radioactive  materials,  as  documented  by  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA),  and  due  to  the  volume  and  toxicity  of  "fracking" 
wastewater,  treating  such  complex  waste  is  difficult,  making  safe  disposal  a  significant 
challenge  and  posing  threats  to  the  environment  and  public  health  and  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  Current  disposal  methods  in  the  State  of  California  are  inadequate,  and 
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allow  the  possibility  that  "tracking"  wastewater  will  affect  watersheds,  reaching  rivers,  streams, 
wetlands,  bay  and  coastal  waters,  as  well  as  agricultural  and  drinking  water  supplies;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  vast  quantities  of  water  required  for  the  hydraulic  fracturing  process 
reduce  the  availability  of  water  for  other  uses,  in  a  state  which  often  suffers  from  the  effects  of 
periodic  droughts;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  "fracking"  process  releases  such  hazardous  air  pollutants  as 
methanol,  formaldehyde,  and  carbon  disulfide,  in  addition  to  the  release  of  volatile  organic 
compounds  including  benzene,  toluene  and  nitrogen  oxides;  the  projected  15  billion  barrels  of 
oil  from  the  Monterey  Shale  are  estimated  to  release  6.45  billion  metric  tons  of  carbon 
dioxide,  15  times  the  total  greenhouse  gas  emitted  from  all  sources  in  California  in  2010;  and 

WHEREAS,  Emissions  generated  by  drilling  and  "tracking"  for  shale  oil  and  gas,  and 
producing,  refining  and  burning  shale  oil  and  gas,  result  in  significant  and  uncontrolled 
emission  of  methane,  a  far  more  lethal  greenhouse  gas  than  carbon  dioxide;  due  to  the  high 
quantity  of  leaked  methane,  the  greenhouse  gas  emissions  from  the  Monterey  Shale  is 
greater  than  any  other  fossil  fuel,  including  coal;  and 

WHEREAS,  "Fracking"  in  California  will  likely  undermine  the  State's  efforts  to  reduce 
greenhouse  gas  emissions  to  1990  levels  by  2020,  per  AB32,  the  California  Global  Wamiing 
Solutions  Act  of  2006,  and  the  extraction  of  oil  and  gas,  as  well  as  coal,  is  antithetical  to  the 
necessary  transition  to  100%  renewable  energy  sources  needed  to  aggressively  address 
greenhouse  gas  emissions  and  climate  change;  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  local  jurisdictions  have  weighed  in  on  the  issue  of  fracking,  calling 
for  greater  regulation,  bans  or  moratoriums,  including  Marin  County,  Santa  Cruz  County, 
Ventura  County,  the  City  of  Los  Angeles,  and  Santa  Barbara  County,  and  localities  like  San 
Francisco  have  been  asked  to  add  their  voices  to  the  state  dialogue  because  State 
policymakers  are  currently  deciding  what  is  to  be  done  about  fracking  in  California;  and 
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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  County  Board  of  Supervisors  has  a  long  history  of 
supporting  all  possible  reductions  in  the  reliance  on  fossil  fuels,  and  has  taken  significant 
steps  to  address  climate  change,  as  evidenced  by  setting  goals  to  reduce  greenhouse  gas 
emissions  (1999),  joining  Cities  for  Climate  Protection  Campaign  administered  by  the 
International  Council  for  Local  Environmental  Initiatives  (2002),  signing  the  Urban 
Environmental  Accords  (2006),  adopting  a  Local  Action  Plan  to  reduce  the  County's 
greenhouse  gas  emissions  by  20%  by  2020  (2006),  accepting  the  report  "Fossil  Free  by  '33" 
(2006),  adopting  the  most  recent  Countywide  Plan  (2007),  and  founding  the  state's  first 
Community  Choice  Aggregation  agency,  Marin  Energy  Authority  (2008),  among  other  actions; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Protecting  the  health  and  safety  of  the  environment  and  the  public  is  of 
paramount  concern  and  discouraging  reliance  on  fossil  fuels  is  congruent  with  San  Francisco 
County's  goal  of  reducing  greenhouse  gas  emissions  to  address  climate  change;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  a  halt  to  hydraulic 
fracturing  in  the  State  of  California.

WHEREAS,  Under  Section  21.16  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  the  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  may  utilize  the  competitive  procurement 
process  of  any  other  public  agency  to  make  purchases  of  commodities  under  the  terms

Resolution  commending  and  honoring  Bond  Yee  for  32  years  of  distinguished  service 
with  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  declaring  January  31,  2014,  to  be  Bond 
Yee  Day  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Bond  Yee  began  his  civil  service  career  with  San  Francisco  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works'  Bureau  of  Traffic  Engineering,  where  his  expertise  in 
transportation  engineering  and  knowledge  of  the  legislative  process  were  invaluable  assets  to 
modifying  the  City's  Traffic  Code  and  improving  the  safety  and  efficiency  of  San  Francisco 
streets;  and 

WHEREAS,  Bond  Yee  grew  up  in  San  Francisco,  went  on  to  play  second  base  for  the 
"great  institution  of  higher  learning" — DC  Berkeley,  met  his  wife  on  Muni,  raised  their  kids  in

Resolution  urging  suspension  of  further  deportations  of  undocumented  immigrants, 
extension  of  the  "Deferred  Action  for  Childhood  Arrivals  Program,"  and  an  end  to  the 
firings  of  undocumented  workers. 

WHEREAS,  On  April  15,  2013,  The  U.S.  Senate  Bi-Partisan  Committee  on  Immigration 
Reform  proposed  legislation  to  fix  our  country's  broken  immigration  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Pew  Hispanic  Center  there  were  1.1  million 
undocumented  immigrants  living  in  the  United  States  in  2011;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  is  home  to  approximately  10.3  million  immigrants  of  which 
approximately  2.6  million  are  unauthorized  to  live  in  the  U.S.;  and 

WHEREAS,  Deportations  have  reached  record  levels  under  President  Obama,  rising  to 
an  annual  average  of  nearly  400,000  since  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  Congress  Members  Rand  M.  Grijalva  and  Yvette  Clarke, 
although  the  Obama  Administration  reportedly  prioritized  deporting  only  criminals,  many 
individuals  with  no  criminal  history  have  been  deported;  and 

WHEREAS,  Increased  deportations  and  a  continuation  of  a  broken  immigration  system 
exacerbate  the  living  conditions  of  U.S.  citizen  children  whose  parents  have  been  deported;

WHEREAS,  Separation  of  children  from  their  parents,  irrespective  of  immigration 
status,  always  results  in  severe  consequences  for  young  children  who  are  left  with  no  parental

Resolution  determining  and  declaring  tPiattlie  public  interest  and  necessity  demand 
the  construction,  acquisition,  improvement,  and  retrofitting  of  Neighborhood  Fire  and 
Police  Stations,  the  Emergency  Firefighting  Water  System,  seismically  secure  facilities 
for  the  Medical  Examiner,  the  Police  Department's  Traffic  Company,  the  Police 
Department's  Forensic  Services  Division,  and  other  critical  infrastructure  and  facilities 
for  earthquake  safety  and  related  costs  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing 
purposes;  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50%  of  the  resulting  property  tax 
increase  to  residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code,  Chapter  37; 
finding  that  the  estimated  cost  of  such  proposed  project  is  and  will  be  too  great  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City  and  County,  and  will 
require  expenditures  greater  than  the  amount  allowed  therefor  by  the  annual  tax  levy; 
reciting  the  estimated  cost  of  such  proposed  project;  fixing  the  date  of  election  and  the 
manner  of  holding  such  election  and  the  procedure  for  voting  for  or  against  the 
proposition;  fixing  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds  and  providing  for  the 
levy  and  collection  of  taxes  to  pay  both  principal  and  interest;  prescribing  notice  to  be 
given  of  such  election;  finding  that  a  portion  of  the  proposed  bond  is  not  a  project 
under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA),  and  adopting  findings  under 
CEQA  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  proposed  bond;  finding  that  the  proposed  bond 
is  in  conformity  with  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1(b),  and 
is  consistent  with  the  General  Plan;  consolidating  the  special  election  with  the  general 
election;  establishing  the  election  precincts,  voting  places,  and  officers  for  the 
election;  waiving  the  word  limitation  on  ballot  propositions  imposed  by  Municipal 
Elections  Code,  Section  510;  complying  with  the  restrictions  on  the  use  of  bond 
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proceeds  specified  in  California  Government  Code,  Section  53410;  incorporating  the 
provisions  of  Administrative  Code,  Sections  5.30-5.36;  and  waiving  the  time 
requirements  specified  in  Administrative  Code,  Section  2.34. 

WHEREAS,  The  Working  Group  on  California  Earthquake  Probabilities  (a  collaborative 
effort  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  (the  "U.S.G.S."),  the  California  Geological 
Society  and  the  Southern  California  Earthquake  Center)  estimates  a  63%  chance  that  one  or 
more  earthquakes  of  a  magnitude  of  6.7  or  larger  will  occur  in  the  Bay  Area  before  the  year 
2036;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.G.S.  predicts  that  a  magnitude  7  earthquake  occurnng  today  on 
the  Hayward  Fault  would  likely  cause  hundreds  of  deaths  and  almost  $100  billion  in  damage; 
and 

WHEREAS,  A  large  magnitude  earthquake  would  damage  critical  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  (the  "City")  facilities  and  infrastructure,  thereby  compromising  the  capacity  of 
first  responders,  including  fire  and  police  personnel,  to  respond  effectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  renovate  and  seismically  upgrade  the 
emergency  firefighting  water  system  (the  "EFWS")  and  related  facilities,  including  but  not 
limited  to  cisterns,  pipes  and  tunnels,  and  related  facilities  (collectively,  the  "EFWS  Project"); 
and 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  construct,  acquire,  improve,  retrofit 
and  complete  critical  firefighting  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  resolution,  including 
without  limitation,  neighborhood  fire  stations  and  related  facilities  (collectively,  the  "Critical 
Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure");  and 
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WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  construct,  acquire,  improve,  retrofit 
and  complete  police  facilities  and  infrastructure  for  earthquake  safety  and  emergency 
response  not  otherwise  specifically  enumerated  in  this  resolution,  including  without  limitation, 
neighborhood  police  stations  and  related  facilities  (collectively,  the  "Police  Facilities  and 
Infrastructure");  and 

WHEREAS,  With  adequate  funding  the  City  can  construct  facilities  for  the  Medical 
Examiner  to  enhance  the  chief  medical  examiner's  Citywide  earthquake  safety  and 
emergency  response  capabilities  (the  "Medical  Examiner  Facility")  and  for  the  Police 
Department's  Traffic  Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division  to  enhance  the  police 
department's  Citywide  earthquake  safety  and  emergency  response  capabilities  (the  "Traffic 
Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Earthquake  Safety  and  Emergency  Response  Bond  (the  "Bond")  will 
provide  funding  for  the  EFWS,  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure,  Police 
Facilities  and  Infrastructure,  the  Medical  Examiner  Facility  and  the  Police  Traffic  Company 
and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  recognizes  the  need  to  safeguard  and  enhance  the  City's 
earthquake  and  emergency  response  and  recovery  by  rehabilitating  critical  facilities  that 
support  the  City's  first  responders;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  determines  and  declares  that  the  public  interest  and  necessity 
demand  the  renovation  and  seismic  upgrade  of  the  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and 
Infrastructure,  the  Police  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  and  the  EFWS,  and  the  construction  of  a 
new  seismically  secure  Medical  Examiner  Facility  and  of  a  new  seismically  secure  Traffic 
Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility,  and  the  payment  of  related  costs  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes. 
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Section  2.  The  estimated  cost  of  $400,000,000  of  the  Bond  is  and  will  be  too  great  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  ordinary  annual  income  and  revenue  of  the  City,  will  require  an  expenditure 
greater  than  the  amount  allowed  by  the  annual  tax  levy,  and  will  require  the  incurrence  of 
bonded  indebtedness  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $400,000,000. 

Section  3.  The  Board,  having  reviewed  the  proposed  legislation,  makes  the  following 
findings  in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA"),  California 
Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  14  California  Code  of 
Regulations  Sections  15000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA  Guidelines"),  and  Administrative  Code  Chapter 
31  ("Chapter  31"): 

(i)  Emergency  Firefighting  Water  System  (EFWS)  Project.  For  the  reasons  set 
forth  in  the  letter  from  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  of  the  Planning  Department,  dated 
November  25,  2013,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 

131190  and  incorporated  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the  bond  proposal  as  it  relates 
to  funds  for  the  EFWS  Project  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment  of  a 
government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not  involve  any  commitment  to  specific  projects  to 
be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a  project  as  defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA 
Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds  to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with 
funds  for  the  EFWS  Project  portion  of  the  Bond  will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon 
completion  of  planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the 
individual  EFWS  projects. 

(ii)  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the 
letter  from  the  Environmental  Review  Officer  of  the  Planning  Department,  dated  November 
25,  2013,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  131190  and 
incorporated  by  reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the  bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds  for 
Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the 
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establishment  of  a  government  financing  mechanism  that  does  not  involve  any  commitment  to 
specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with  the  funds,  it  is  not  a  project  as  defined  by  CEQA  and 
the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond  proceeds  to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any 
project  with  funds  for  the  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond 
will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion  of  planning  and  any  further  required 
environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the  individual  Critical  Firefighting  Facilities  and 
I  nf rastructu re  projects . 

(iii)  Police  Facilities  and  Infrastructure.  For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  letter  from 
the  Environmental  Review  Officer  of  the  Planning  Department,  dated  November  25,  2013,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  131190  and  incorporated  by 
reference,  the  Board  finds  that  the  bond  proposal  as  it  relates  to  funds  for  Police  Facilities  and 
Infrastructure  is  not  subject  to  CEQA  because  as  the  establishment  of  a  government  financing 
mechanism  that  does  not  involve  any  commitment  to  specific  projects  to  be  constructed  with 
the  funds,  it  is  not  a  project  as  defined  by  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines.  The  use  of  bond 
proceeds  to  finance  any  project  or  portion  of  any  project  with  funds  for  the  Police  Facilities 
and  Infrastructure  portion  of  the  Bond  will  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  upon  completion 
of  planning  and  any  further  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  for  the  individual 
Police  Facilities  and  Infrastructure  projects. 

(iv)  Medical  Examiner  Facility.  The  Environmental  Review  Officer  in  the  Planning 
Department  determined  that  the  Medical  Examiner  Facility  project  is  exempt  from 
environmental  review  as  a  Class  32  Categorical  Exemption,  infill  development,  in  a  written 
determination  dated  May  30,  2013  and  contained  in  Planning  Department  File  No. 
2012.1 172E  and  this  Board's  File  No.  131190. 

(v)  Traffic  Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility.  On  November  18, 
2013,  the  Planning  Department  issued  a  Final  Mitigated  Negative  Declaration  ("FMND")  for 
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the  Traffic  Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility  project,  San  Francisco  Planning 
Department  Case  No.  201 3.0342E,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No. 
131190  and  which  is  incorporated  into  this  resolution  by  this  reference.  In  issuing  the  FMND 
the  Planning  Department  determined  that  the  Traffic  Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division 
Facility  project  could  not  have  a  significant  effect  on  the  environment. 

(a)  The  Board  hereby  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA  findings  for  the  Traffic  Company 
and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility  project  made  by  the  Planning  Department  in  the 
FMND. 

(b)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information  contained  in  the  FMND 
and  all  other  documents  referenced  in  this  resolution  as  being  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  in  File  No.  131190. 

(c)  The  Traffic  Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility  project  as  reflected 
in  this  resolution  is  consistent  with  the  project  described  in  the  FMND  and  would  not  result  in 
any  significant  impacts  not  identified  in  the  FMND  nor  cause  significant  effects  identified  in  the 
FMND  to  be  substantially  more  severe. 

(d)  In  accordance  with  CEQA,  the  Board  has  considered  the  mitigation  measures 
described  in  the  FMND  and  hereby  requires  the  mitigation  measures  and  the  mitigation 
monitoring  and  reporting  program  ("MMRP")  denoted  as  Exhibit  A  to  the  ordinance  submitting 
this  bond  to  the  voters  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  131190  to  be 
imposed  as  conditions  on  the  implementation  of  the  Traffic  Company  and  Forensic  Services 
Division  Facility  project  approved  by  the  ordinance  submitting  this  bond  to  the  voters. 

(e)  With  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation  measures  required  in  Exhibit  A  to  the 
ordinance  submitting  this  bond  to  the  voters,  the  environmental  impacts  resulting  from  the 
Traffic  Company  and  Forensic  Services  Division  Facility  project  on  subsurface  cultural 
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resources,  air  quality  emissions,  construction  hours  and  operational  traffic  would  be  reduced 
to  a  less  than  significant  level  as  described  in  the  FMND. 

(f)      Based  upon  the  whole  record  for  the  FMND,  including  all  written  materials  and 
any  oral  testimony  received  by  the  Board,  the  Board  hereby  finds  that  the  FMND  reflects  the 
independent  judgment  and  analysis  of  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Board,  is  adequate 
and  complete  and  there  is  no  substantial  evidence  that  the  proposed  Traffic  Company  and 
Forensic  Services  Division  Facility  project,  given  the  implementation  of  the  mitigation 
measures  as  stated  in  the  FMND  and  the  adoption  of  the  MMRP,  could  have  a  significant 
effect  on  the  environment  as  shown  in  the  analysis  of  the  FMND.  The  Board  hereby  adopts 
the  FMND  and  the  MMRP  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  as  Exhibit  A  to  the  ordinance 
submitting  this  bond  to  the  voters. 

Section  4.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the  proposed  Bond  is  (i)  in  conformity 
with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with 
Section  4.105  of  the  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii) 
consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan,  and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  Planning  Department, 
as  set  forth  in  the  General  Plan  Referral  Report  dated  November  26,  2013,  a  copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  131190  and  incorporates  such  findings  by 
reference. 

Section  5.  The  time  limit  for  approval  of  this  resolution  specified  in  Section  2.34  of  the 
Administrative  Code  is  waived. 

Section  6.  Under  Section  2.40  of  the  Administrative  Code,  the  ordinance  submitting 
this  proposal  to  the  voters  shall  contain  a  provision  authorizing  landlords  to  pass-through  50% 
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of  the  resulting  property  tax  increases  to  residential  tenants  in  accordance  with  Chapter  37  of 
the  Administrative  Code. 

Section  7.  Documents  referenced  in  this  resolution  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 

Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.      ^31^90   which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of 

this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein.

Routes] 

Resolution  granting  revocable  permission  to  the  IVIunlcipal  Transportation  Agency  to 
occupy  portions  of  the  public  right-of-way  to  install  and  maintain  two  new  operator 
convenience  facilities  at  the  terminus  of  various  Muni  bus  routes;  and  making 
environmental  findings,  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan,  and  the 
eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Public  Works  Code  Section  786,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  requested  permission  to  occupy  portions  of  the  public  right- 
of-way  to  install  and  maintain  up  to  a  total  of  seventy  (70)  operator  convenience  facilities 
(restrooms)  at  the  terminus  of  various  Muni  bus  routes  throughout  the  City.  Copies  of  such 
plans  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  131232  and 
are  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Transportation  Advisory  Staff  Committee,  at  its  meeting  of  December 
20,  2012,  recommended  the  proposed  encroachments  for  approval;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department,  by  letter  dated  October  19,  2012,  found  34  of 
the  proposed  restroom  locations  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  General  Plan,  including  the 
following  2  specific  locations:  (1)  Within  an  existing  traffic  island  on  Third  Street  at  Keith 
Street;  and,  (2)  On  the  southerly  sidewalk  of  Hudson  Avenue,  easterly  of  Third  Street.  This 
letter  also  included  a  determination  pursuant  to  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
(California  Public  Resources  Code  section  21000  et  seq.).  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  131232,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by 
reference;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  On  July  16,  2012,  the  San  Francisco  Arts  Commission  adopted  Resolution 
No.  0910-12-227,  which  approved  Phase  1  of  the  prefabricated  design  for  34  proposed 
restroom  locations.  A  copy  of  said  Resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  131232,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  a  duly  noticed  public  hearing  on  May  22,  2012,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (DPW),  in  DPW  Order  No.  181381,  dated  June  13,  2013,  recommended 
approval  of  the  proposed  encroachments.  A  copy  of  said  Order  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  131232,  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  and  its  associated  encroachment  agreement,  which  describes 
the  approximate  locations  of  the  restrooms  among  other  terms,  shall  not  become  effective 
until: 

(a)  The  Permittee  executes  and  acknowledges  the  permit  and  delivers  said  permit  to 
the  City's  Controller,  and 

(b)  DPW  records  the  permit  and  associated  agreement  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Recorder;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  permit  and  its  associated  agreement  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  131232  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Permittee,  at  its  sole  expense  and  as  is  necessary  as  a  result  of  this 
permit,  shall  make  the  following  arrangements: 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  support  and  protection  of  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  DPW, 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  other  City 
Departments,  and  public  utility  companies; 

(b)  To  provide  access  to  such  facilities  to  allow  said  entitles  to  construct,  reconstruct, 
maintain,  operate,  or  repair  such  facilities;  and, 
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(c)  To  remove  or  relocate  such  facilities  if  installation  of  the  encroachment  requires 
said  removal  or  relocation  and  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  with  the  owners  of  such 
facilities,  including  payment  for  all  their  costs,  should  said  removal  or  relocation  be  required;

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  voter-approved  Transit-First  Policy  established  in  City 
Charter,  Section  8A.1 15,  that  decisions  regarding  the  use  of  limited  public  street  and  sidewalk 
space  shall  encourage  the  use  of  public  rights  of  way  by  pedestrians,  bicyclists,  and  public 
transit,  and  shall  strive  to  reduce  traffic  and  improve  public  health  and  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  Market  Street  serves  as  the  spine  of  San  Francisco's  sustainable 
transportation  system,  with  more  than  200,000  transit  riders  on  surface  Muni  routes,  more 
than  200,000  people  walking,  and  thousands  of  people  bicycling  every  weekday;  and 

WHEREAS,  Market  Street  is  the  most  important  street  for  transit  in  San  Francisco,  with 
lines  serving  all  neighborhoods  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  Improvements  to  Muni  performance  on  Market  Street  will  have  system-

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  owns,  and  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  operates  and  maintains,  the  land  and  improvements  commonly  known 
as  Coit  Tower;  and

WHEREAS,  On  January  23,  2014,  by  Resolution  No.  1401-009,  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.140066  ,  the  Commission  recommended  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  approve  the  Lease,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.  140066  (Lease),  between  the  City  and  Coit  Tower  LLC  for  the  operation  and 
management  of  Coit  Tower,  including  the  elevator,  bookstore,  tours  and  telescope  rentals,  for 
five  years  from  February  1,  2014,  through  January  31,  2019,  with  one  three-year  option  to 
extend,  the  exercise  of  which  will  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  Commission,  which  shall  not 
be  unreasonably  withheld  provided  that  the  lessee  is  not  then  in  default  of  any  its  obligations 
under  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lease  has  an  anticipated  revenue  to  the  City  of  more  than  $1,000,000

Resolution  urging  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  United  States  Department  of 
Homeland  Security  to  grant  Temporary  Protected  Status  to  the  Philippines  in  order  to 
support  the  recovery  effort  in  the  aftermath  of  Super  Typhoon  IHaiyan. 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  and  the  Philippines  have  maintained  a  close  bilateral 
relationship  for  over  60  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  Novembers,  2013,  Super  Typhoon  Haiyan  struck  the  Philippines, 
affecting  16  million  people,  and  killing  over  6,000  individuals,  and  completely  destroying 
dozens  of  the  Philippines'  poorest  towns  and  villages,  leaving  over  4.1  million  homeless  to 
flee  throughout  the  country  in  search  for  a  safe  haven  and  livelihood;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Filipino  community  in  United  States  is  the  largest  outside  the 
Philippines,  with  3.4  million  in  the  continental  United  States,  1,474,707  in  California,  463,458 
throughout  the  Bay  Area,  and  42,499  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  countries  including  the  United  States  have  issued  coordinated 
responses  to  aid  the  Philippines  by  providing  disaster  relief  experts  and  military  personnel  to 
distribute  food,  water,  medicine,  and  shelter  to  those  hit  hardest  by  the  storm,  as  well  as  more 
than  $37  million  in  humanitarian  aid;  and

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  has  granted  Temporary  Protected  Status  to  nationals 
from  El  Salvador,  Haiti,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Somalia,  Sudan,  South  Sudan,  and  Syha, 
whose  homelands  are  suffering  crises  ranging  from  on-going  armed  conflicts  to  extraordinary 
natural  disasters;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  13,  2013,  the  Philippine  government  formally  requested  that 
the  United  States  government  grant  them  Temporary  Protected  Status  to  temporarily  stop  the 
deportation  of  Filipino  nationals;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  devastated  Philippine  economy  will  be  not  be  able  to  absorb  deported

Resolution  denouncing  Arizona  Senate  Bill  (SB)  1062,  a  law  that  permits  discrimination 
against  the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  and  Transgender  community  under  the  guise  of 
religion,  urging  Governor  Jan  Brewer  to  veto  SB1062,  expanding  the  boycott  of  the 
State  of  Arizona  and  Arizona-based  businesses  if  SB1062  is  passed,  and  endorsing  the 
City  Attorney's  offer  to  cooperate  in  a  lawsuit  challenging  SB1062. 

WHEREAS,  The  Arizona  legislature  passed  SB1062,  which  allows  businesses  the  right 
to  refuse  services  to  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual,  and  Transgender  (LGBT)  individuals  under  the 
guise  of  religious  freedom;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB1062  will  become  law  if  Arizona  Governor  Jan  Brewer  signs  the  bill  or 
fails  to  act  before  February  28,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  broad  language  in  SB1062  provides  a  "license  to  discriminate"  as  it 
allows  any  individual,  corporation,  institution,  or  business  owner  the  right  to  refuse  service  to 
an  individual  if  the  owner  believes  doing  so  would  violate  the  practice  and  observance  of  his 
or  her  religion;  and 

WHEREAS,  Similar  laws  have  been  struck  down  as  discriminatory  in  other  states, 
including  New  Mexico;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  respects  the  freedom  of  religion,  but  this 
freedom  cannot  be  used  as  an  excuse  for  individuals  to  treat  certain  residents  or  visitors, 
based  upon  identity  or  sexual  orientation,  as  inferior  and  less  deserving  of  services  and 
accommodations  than  others;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB1062  is  dangerous  because  it  allows  individuals  the  unfettered  ability  to 
act  upon  personal  homophobia,  so  long  as  they  claim  offense  to  their  religious  beliefs;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Enacting  SB1062  sends  a  clear  message  that  Arizona  is  an  intolerant  and 
unwelcoming  place  for  LGBT  persons;  and 

WHEREAS,  Civil  rights  leaders,  elected  officials,  businesses,  the  tourism  industry,  faith 
leaders,  and  individuals  across  the  country  are  repudiating  SB1062  and  urging  Governor 
Brewer  to  veto  SB1062  as  it  is  bad  public  policy  and  economically  detrimental  to  the  state; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Arizona  Senators  Bob  Worsley  and  Steve  Pierce  with  Arizona  Senate 
Majority  Whip  Adam  Driggs,  three  Republicans  who  voted  for  the  bill,  sent  a  letter  to  Governor 
Brewer  stating  they  regretted  their  votes  and  now  urge  her  to  veto  the  legislation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Phoenix  Mayor  Greg  Stanton  warned  that  SB1062  would  revive  the 
impression  that  Arizona  is  intolerant,  damaging  the  state's  economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senators  Jeff  Flake  and  John  McCain  and  Representative  Kyrsten  Sinema 
representing  the  State  of  Arizona  in  the  United  States  Congress  have  urged  Governor  Brewer 
veto  SB1062;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Arizona  Cardinals,  Arizona's  only  National  Football  League  (NFL) 
team,  has  spoken  out  against  SB1062  stating  that  it  does  not  support  anything  that  has  the 
potential  to  divide,  exclude  and  discriminate;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Super  Bowl  Host  Committee  for  Super  Bowl  XLIX,  has  stated  that  it 
does  not  support  SB1062  citing  that  it  shares  the  NFL's  core  values  which  embrace  tolerance, 
diversity,  inclusiveness  and  prohibit  discrimination  against  all  people,  including  LGBT 
individuals;  and 

WHEREAS,  With  the  potential  for  SB1062  to  become  law,  Arizona  has  once  again 
chosen  to  isolate  itself  from  the  rest  of  the  nation  as  it  did  four  years  ago  when  it  passed 
SB1070,  which  turned  Arizona's  law  enforcement  officers  into  immigration  enforcement 
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officials,  in  essence  legalizing  racial  profiling  against  people  of  color,  and  two  decades  ago 
when  it  refused  to  observe  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  Day;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  is  on  record  as  opposing

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (the  "Burton  Act")  and  the 
San  Francisco  Charter  Section  B3.581  empower  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  with 
the  power  and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate  and  control  the 
lands  within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  ("PG&E")  proposes  to  construct  a  new,  single 
circuit,  230  kV  transmission  line  between  its  Embarcadero  Substation  and  its  Potrero 
Substation  (the  "Project"),  along  onshore  and  submerged  land  in  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Commission's  ("Port")  jurisdiction  generally  within  the  area  bounded  by  Pier  28  34  and 
portions  of  the  shoreline  at  the  foot  of  23rd  Street,  to  increase  reliability  of  electric  service 
to  downtown  San  Francisco  and  provide  operational  flexibility,  as  further  described  in  the 
Port  staffs  memorandum  to  the  Port  Commission  dated  September  6,  2013,  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  131631.  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  connects  the  115  and  230  kV  transmission  systems  within 
the  City  as  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  Ordinance  94-09,  which  directed  an 
update  to  the  City's  Electricity  Resource  Plan;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  California  Independent  System  Operator  has  determined  that  the 
Project  is  needed  to  address  transmission  system  reliability  in  its  201 1-12  Transmission 
System  Plan,  adopted  in  March  2012,  and  incorporated  by  reference  herein 
(http://www.caiso.com/Documents/Decision  2011-12TransmissionPlan-Plan- 
MAR2012.pdf):  and 

WHEREAS,  At  its  August  14,  2012  meeting,  the  Port  Commission  directed  Port 
staff  to  negotiate  a  tenri  sheet  for  use  of  Port  lands  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  its  November  13,  2012  meeting,  the  Port  Commission  approved 
Resolution  12-90,  endorsing  the  ZA-1  Embarcadero-Potrero  230kV  Transmission  Project 
Term  Sheet  ("Original  Term  Sheet")  between  the  Port  and  PG&E;  and 

WHEREAS,  Port  staff  and  City  staff  have  negotiated  revised  terms  to  the  Original 
Term  Sheet,  and  the  Port  Commission,  at  its  September  10,  2013  meeting,  approved 
Resolution  13-34  endorsing  revisions  to  the  Original  Term  Sheet  (the  "Revised  Term 
Sheet")  and  directed  Port  staff  to  present  the  Revised  Term  Sheet  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  endorsement,  which  resolution  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  131631,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as 
if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Revised  Term  Sheet  contains  an  option  by  the  City  to  purchase 
from  PG&E  ("Hoedown  Yard  Purchase  &  Sale"),  the  real  property  commonly  known  as  the 
"Hoedown  Yard"  (Block  4110  (Lot  008A)  and  Block  4120  (Lot  002)),  which  option  is  freely 
transferrable  and  assignable  by  the  City  to  a  private  third  party;  and 

WHEREAS,  City  funds  cannot  be  used  for  purchase  of  the  Hoedown  Yard  unless 
the  property  is  used  for  public  purposes  or  the  City  is  fully  reimbursed  for  all  public  funds 
associated  with  the  option  to  purchase  the  Hoedown  Yard;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City,  operating  through  the  Director  of  Real  Estate,  will  have  the 
option  to  purchase  the  Hoedown  Yard,  including  the  right  to  transfer  the  option  to  a  private 
third  party;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  will  only  enter  into  an  agreement  to  purchase  the  Hoedown 
Yard  if  1)  the  property  is  transferred  to  a  third  party  that  pays  full  purchase  price  and

2)  a  City  department  proposes  a  public  use  for  the  site  and  has  an  identified  funding 
source  and  a  plan  to  use  the  site  in  a  manner  that  conforms  to  regulatory  requirements;

WHEREAS,  The  Hoedown  Yard  Purchase  &  Sale  will  facilitate  the  broader 
redevelopment  of  the  entire  neighborhood,  including  the  Pier  70  Waterfront  Site,  a  28-acre 
site  immediately  west  of  the  Hoedown  Yard,  and  where  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the 
Hoedown  Yard  will  be  allocated  to  affordable  housing  projects,  including  the  Potrero 
Terrace  and  Annex  HOPE  VI  projects;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Revised  Term  Sheet  provides  the  City  with  the  option  to  require 
that  PG&E  either  build  a  screen  around  the  existing  Potrero  1 1 5kV  Switchyard,  or  enclose 
a  substantial  portion  of  that  facility,  which  will  also  facilitate  the  broader  redevelopment  of 
the  entire  neighborhood,  including  the  Pier  70  Waterfront  Site;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Port  and  PG&E  to  include  in  the  proposed 
agreement  that  any  value  from  the  sale  of  land  no  longer  required  for  Poti'cro  Switchyard  purposes, 
net  of  any  emironmental  cleanup  costs  and  not  owed  to  ratepayers,  be  used  to  repay  all  or  a 
portion  of  the  Infrastructure  Finance  District  ("IFD")  investment  in  the  Potrero  Switchyard 
Screen;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Because  PG&E  is  a  regulated  utility,  the  Project  is,  and  potentially  the 
Hoedown  Yard  Purchase  &  Sale  may  be,  subject  to  the  review  and  approval  of  the 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("CPUC");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  parties  acknowledge  that  the  Revised  Term  Sheet  is  not  itself  a 
binding  agreement  that  commits  the  Port,  the  City,  or  PG&E  to  proceed  with  the  approval 
or  implementation  of  the  Project  or  the  Hoedown  Yard  Purchase  &  Sale,  as  applicable,

WHEREAS,  Economists  agree  that  the  State's  high  unemployment  rate  is  due  to  the 
massive  shrinkage  in  the  construction  industry  from  2005  to  2009,  including  the  loss  of  nearly

WHEREAS,  The  elimination  of  redevelopment  agencies  that  were  required  to  set  aside 
20  percent  of  tax  increment  for  affordable  housing  has  caused  the  funding  stream  of  roughly 
one  billion  dollars  per  year  to  disappear;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  State  of  California  has  provided  over  $333  million  in  financing  for  the 
development  of  pennanent  affordable  housing  in  San  Francisco  since  2006  through  the 
disbursement  of  Propositions  46  and  1C  funds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  These  State  funds  has  resulted  in  the  development  of  6,730  units  of 
housing  affordable  to  low  income  families,  seniors  and  people  with  special  needs  in  San 
Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  State  funds  have  leveraged  over  $1.4  billion  in  private  and  public 
dollars,  which  helped  to  create  jobs  and  stabilize  communities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Propositions  46  and  1C  funds  have  been  fully  disbursed  and  there  is  a 
critical  need  for  another  State  source  of  affordable  housing  funding  to  replace  it;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  healthy  housing  market  that  provides  homes  affordable  to  Californians 
at  all  income  levels  is  necessary  for  the  economic  prosperity  and  quality  of  life  in  the  State; 
and 

WHEREAS,  California's  workforce  continues  to  experience  longer  commute  times  as 
residents  seek  affordable  housing  outside  the  areas  in  which  they  work,  straining  the  state's 
transportation  system  and  exacerbating  green  house  gas  emissions;  and 

WHEREAS,  Instability  in  housing  impedes  economic  growth  and  development  by 
making  it  difficult  for  California  employers  to  attract  and  retain  employees;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  continues  to  have  the  second  lowest  homeownership  rate  in  the 
nation  and  minimum  wage  earners  have  to  work  120  hours  per  week  to  afford  an  average 
two-bedroom  apartment;  and 

WHEREAS,  Without  a  reliable  source  of  funding  for  housing  that  is  affordable  to  the 
State's  workforce  and  most  vulnerable  residents,  the  State  and  its  local  and  pnvate  housing 
development  partners  will  not  be  able  to  increase  the  supply  of  housing  after  existing  housing 
bonds  are  depleted;  and 

WHEREAS,  Senate  Bill  (SB)  391 ,  also  known  as  the  California  Homes  and  Jobs  Act, 
would  establish  permanent  sources  of  funding  devoted  to  affordable  housing  development; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  SB  391  would  impose  a  small  recordation  fee  for  all  real  estate 
transactions  excluding  home  sales;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  fee  revenue  would  be  sent  to  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  to  be  deposited  in  the  California  Homes  and  Jobs  Trust  Fund,  which 
supports  affordable  housing  and  administers  housing  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  fee  revenue  would  raise  $500  million  annually  and  leverage  an 
additional  $278  billion  in  investments  in  affordable  housing  production  and  jobs  for 
Californians;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB  391  would  create  29,000  jobs  annually,  including  in  the  construction 
sector,  and  help  employers  attract  and  retain  employees;  now,  therefore  be  it

WHEREAS,  Nearly  half  of  ail  Latino  and  African  American  children  born  after  2000  will

WHEREAS,  Over  18,000  San  Franciscan  signatures  were  collected  to  place 
Proposition  D  on  the  ballot  for  the  November  2013  election,  which  would  make  it  official  City 
policy  for  San  Francisco  to  employ  all  available  resources  to  reduce  the  cost  of 
pharmaceutical  medications;  and 

WHEREAS,  Supporters  of  Proposition  D  included  a  broad  coalition  of  San  Francisco 
advocacy  organizations  who  represent  those  who  are  disproportionately  affected  by  rising 
drug  prices  because  of  chronic  medical  conditions,  including  the  AIDS  Healthcare  Foundation, 
Senior  &  Disability  Action,  San  Francisco  Women's  Political  Committee,  San  Francisco  Labor 
Council,  and  numerous  others;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Franciscans  voted  ovenA/helmingly  to  pass  Proposition  D  in 
November  of  201 3,  thereby  giving  the  City  an  urgent  mandate  to  take  action  to  reduce

WHEREAS,  In  July,  2011,  the  "3408  Improvement  Act  of  2011 "  was  introduced  that 
would  have  extended  3408  pricing  to  the  inpatient  setting  but  the  bill  was  defeated;  and 

WHEREAS,  Governor  Brown  vetoed  Senate  Bill  746,  authored  by  Senator  Leno,  which 
would  have  required  health  plans  and  insurers  to  disclose  a  greater  degree  of  information  on 
a  variety  of  aspects  of  charges  and  rates,  including  prescription  drugs;  the  City  had  taken  an 
official  position  in  support  of  Senate  Bill  746;  and

(!)  The  initial  mandatory  participation  level  is  20%  of  all  project  work  hours  within  each 
trade  performed  by  local  residents,  with  no  less  than  10%  of  all  project  work  hours  within  each 
trade  performed  by  disadvantaged  workers.  Subject  to  the  periodic  review  process  set  forth  in 
subsection  6.22(G)(4)(b),  below,  the  mandatory  participation  level  for  project  work  hours  shall 
increase  annually  over  seven  years  up  to  a  mandatory  participation  level  of  50%  of  project  work 
hours  within  each  trade  performed  by  local  residents,  with  no  less  than  25%  of  all  project  work 
hours  within  each  trade  performed  by  disadvantaged  workers.  For  each  mandatory 
participation  percentage  specified  below,  one-half  of  the  specified  percentage  of  project  work 
hours  within  each  trade  shall  be  performed  by  disadvantaged  workers.

(ii)  At  least  50%  of  the  project  work  hours  performed  by  apprentices  within  each  trade 
shall  be  performed  by  local  residents,  with  no  less  than  25%  of  project  work  hours  performed 
by  apprentices  within  each  trade  to  be  performed  by  disadvantaged  workers.

In  determining  the  mandatory  participation  levels  by  trade  and 
available  financial  incentives,  as  so  provided  for  in  this  subsecfion,  the  Board  shall  not  be 
limited  to  consideration  of  the  periodic  review  report  furnished  by  OEWD  and  the  Controller's 
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Office,  but  may  consider  other  such  evidence  upon  the  subject  as  the  Board  shall  deem 
proper  and  base  its  determination  upon  any  or  all  of  the  evidence  considered.

WHEREAS,  The  Hetch  Hetchy  Regional  Water  System  operated  by  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  provides  265  million  gallons  of  water  per  day  to  2.6 
million  people  in  Alameda,  Santa  Clara,  San  Mateo,  and  San  Francisco  counties;  and

hydrologic  recordkeeping  began;  and

WHEREAS,  Toxic  single-use  plastic  cigarette  butts  end  up  in  our  marine  and  urban 
environments  where  they  may  be  ingested  by  children  or  wildlife,  contaminate  fragile 
ecosystems,  and  cost  local  governments  taxpayer  dollars;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  the  litter,  cigarette  butts  remain  as  the  single  most  collected 
item  of  trash  collected  by  volunteer  groups  and  organizations  that  conduct  parks,  rivers  and 
beach  cleanup  events;  and 

WHEREAS,  Existing  strict  anti-litter  laws,  which  include  a  fine  of  up  to  $1 ,000  and  a 
mandatory  order  to  clean  up  litter  for  no  less  than  eight  hours  for  a  first  time  infraction,  have 
done  little  to  prevent  the  litter  of  cigarette  butts;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  2006  to  2008,  the  American  Association  of  Poison  Control  Centers 
reported  approximately  12,600  cases  of  children  ingesting  cigarettes  or  cigarette  butts, 
especially  children  under  six  years  of  age  7;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  National  Oceanic  Atmospheric  Administration's  Office  of 
Response  and  Restoration,  it  is  common  for  fish,  birds  and  other  animals  that  ingest  plastic 
waste  like  cigarette  butts  to  starve  to  death  as  a  result  of  a  false  feeling  of  satiation  from  the 
plastic  in  the  cigarette  butt;  and 

WHEREAS,  Reports  from  the  Surgeon  General  and  the  US  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  point  to  the  ineffectiveness  of  the  'filters'  at  reducing  harm  to  smokers;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Though  filtered  brands  currently  constitute  over  90%  of  the  entire  cigarette 
market,  as  early  as  the  mid-1960s  the  Surgeon  General  judged  cigarette  filters  to  be  useless 
in  reducing  harm  to  the  average  smoker;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2010,  a  team  of  investigators  from  the  USA  and  Japan  asserted  in  the 
InternationalJournal  of  Cancer  that  "the  shift  from  non-filter  to  filter  cigarettes  appears  to  have 
merely  altered  the  most  frequent  type  of  lung  cancer,  from  squamous  cell  carcinoma  to 
adenocarcinoma";  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  still  no  compelling  evidence  that  cigarette  filters  have  done

WHEREAS,  Xiao  Fei  "Eddy"  Zheng  lawfully  immigrated  to  the  United  States  from  the 
People's  Republic  of  China  with  his  family  in  1982  and  has  lived  in  the  United  States  since  the 
age  of  twelve  as  a  lawful  permanent  resident;  and 

WHEREAS,  After  serving  19  years  within  the  California  Department  of  Corrections 
following  an  adult  conviction  for  kidnapping  for  purposes  of  robbery  at  the  age  of  16,  Eddy 
Zheng  was  granted  parole  by  the  California  Board  of  Prison  Terms  in  2004;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2005,  Governor  Arnold  Schwarzenegger  reviewed  and  allowed  to  stand 
that  parole  grant  based  on  the  uncontested  evidence  of  Eddy  Zheng's  rehabilitation  and 
suitability  for  parole,  including  demonstrating  extensive  remorse  for  his  crime,  learning 
English,  obtaining  G.E.D.  and  A.A.  degrees,  serving  in  leadership  capacities  in  Toastmasters, 
San  Quentin  Utilization  of  Inmate  Resources,  Experiences,  and  Studies,  Anti-Violence  Project 
workshops,  and  dedicating  his  life  to  helping  others  achieve  a  similar  level  of  rehabilitation;

WHEREAS,  Subsequent  to  his  release,  Eddy  Zheng  has  demonstrated  his  deep 
commitment  to  working  with  young  people,  particularly  underserved  Asian-American  at-risk

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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  appointed  Eddy  Zheng  in  2009  to 
the  San  Francisco  Reentry  Council,  which  assists  ex-offenders  in  transitioning  back  into

WHEREAS,  The  provision  of  free  wireless  Internet  service  ("Wi-Fi")  in  parks  is  a 
growing  trend  throughout  the  United  States.  City  parks  in  New  York,  Seattle,  Dallas,  and 
Fresno,  State  park  systems  in  California,  Minnesota,  and  Texas,  and  national  parks  including 
Yellowstone  National  Park  and  the  National  Mall  all  provide  free  Wi-Fi  as  a  user  amenity.

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  operates  and 
maintains  the  campus  of  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  (SFGH)  located  on  Potrero 
Avenue  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  faculty  of  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  California's  San 
Francisco  campus  (UCSF)  provide  clinical  care  at  SFGH,  and  UCSF  faculty  and  staff 
occupy  certain  clinical,  office  and  research  laboratory  space  on  the  SFGH  campus;  namely 
space  in  Buildings  1,  5,  9,10,  20,  30,  40  and  100;  and 

WHEREAS,  UCSF  desires  to  install  at  its  sole  cost  certain  temporary  exterior  and 
interior  seismic  safety  enhancement  improvements  ("interim  improvements")  to  enhance 
the  safety  of  persons  entering  and  exiting  the  buildings  during  UCSF  staffs  continued

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  License  Agreement  grants  UCSF  a  license  to  install  the 
proposed  alterations  at  UCSF's  sole  cost  and  to  keep  them  in  place  for  a  period  of  up  to  10 
years  or  such  earlier  time  as  UCSF  vacates  the  buildings,  and  requires  UCSF  to  maintain 
the  alterations  at  its  sole  cost,  provided  that  City  will  maintain  the  landscaping  at  City's  cost; 
and 

WHEREAS,  In  consideration  of  UCSF's  payment  for  the  installation  of  the  temporary 
improvements,  which  will  enhance  the  safety  of  all  users  of  the  buildings  during  the  term  of 
the  License  Agreement,  no  license  fee  or  other  additional  payment  is  required  under  the 
License  Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  Public 
Resources  Code,  Sections  21000  et  seq.  (CEQA);  its  implementing  guidelines,  15  Cal. 
Code  of  Regulations,  15000  et  seq.  ("CEQA  Guidelines");  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  Chapter  31  ("Chapter  31");  the  City's  Planning  Commission  certified 
the  SFGH  Seismic  Compliance  Hospital  Replacement  Program  Environmental  Impact 
Report  (City  Planning  Case  No.  2007.0603E)  ("SFGH  EIR")  on  June  19,  2008,  a  copy  of 
which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  140242,  and  is  incorporated  into  this 
resolution  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  connection  with  its  approval  of  the  SFGH  Seismic  Compliance 
Hospital  Replacement  Program  (the  "Project");  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  by  Resolution 
307-08,  adopted  findings  in  accordance  with  the  CEQA,  the  CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter 
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31,  including  a  statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a  mitigation  monitoring  and 
reporting  program  ("CEQA  Findings"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
in  File  No.  140242,  and  is  incorporated  into  this  resolution  by  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  City's  Planning  Department  prepared  an  Addendum  to  the  SFGH  EIR, 
dated  January  2,  2014,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  File  No.  140242  and  is  incorporated  in  this  resolution  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Addendum  addresses  the  change  to  the  Project  as  a  result  of  the 
implementation  of  the  interim  improvements  proposed  in  the  License  Agreement  and 
concludes  that  the  interim  improvements  will  result  in  minor  technical  changes  or  additions 
to  the  Project  analyzed  in  the  SFGH  EIR  and  will  not  cause  new  significant  impacts  not 
identified  in  the  SFGH  EIR  and  no  new  mitigation  measures  will  be  necessary  to  reduce 
significant  impacts;  further,  other  than  as  described  in  the  Addendum,  no  Project  changes 
have  occurred  and  no  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the  circumstances 
surrounding  the  Project  that  will  cause  significant  environmental  impacts  to  which  the 
Project  will  contribute  considerably,  and  no  new  information  has  become  available  that 
shows  that  the  Project  will  cause  significant  environmental  impacts,  and,  therefore,  no 
supplemental  environmental  review  is  required  under  CEQA  beyond  the  Addendum  to 
approve  the  interim  improvements;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Commission,  by  Resolution  No.  17625  on  June  19,  2008, 
found  the  Project  consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of 
City  Planning  Code,  Section  101.1;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  21,  2014,  the  Planning  Department  issued  a  memorandum 
concluding  that  implementation  of  the  interim  improvements  does  not  change  the  findings 
in  Resolution  No.  17625  regarding  consistency  of  the  Project  with  the  City's  General  Plan 
and  Eight  Priority  Policies;  a  copy  of  Resolution  No.  17625  and  the  February  21,  2014, 
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memorandum  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  140242  and 
are  incorporated  in  this  resolution  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  City's  Health  Commission  heard  and  approved  the  License  Agreement 
(Item  #7)  at  its  meeting  on  February  4,  2014;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  considered  the  SFGH  EIR,  the 
CEQA  Findings,  including  the  statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  the  mitigation 
monitoring  and  reporting  program  and  the  Addendum,  and  determines  that  no  additional 
environmental  review  beyond  the  SFGH  EIR  and  Addendum  is  required  to  approve  the 
License  agreement  under  CEQA,  Section  21166  and  CEQA  Guidelines,  Sections  15180, 
15162,  16163  and  15164  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  Implementation  of  the  interim  improvements  does  not  require  major  revisions 
to  the  SFGH  EIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects  or  a 
substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified  significant  impacts; 

(2)  No  substantial  changes  have  occurred  with  respect  to  the  circumstances 
under  which  the  Project  analyzed  in  the  SFGH  EIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require 
major  revisions  to  the  SFGH  EIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental 
effects,  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the  SFGH  EIR;  and 

(3)  No  new  information  of  substantial  importance  to  the  Project  analysis  in  the 
SFGH  EIR  has  become  available,  which  would  indicate  that  (i)  the  interim  improvements 
will  have  significant  effects  not  discussed  in  the  SFGH  EIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental 
effects  will  be  substantially  more  severe;  (iii)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  found  not 
feasible,  which  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects,  have  become  feasible;  or  (iv) 
mitigation  measures  or  alternatives,  which  are  considerably  different  from  those  in  the 
SFGH  EIR,  will  substantially  reduce  one  or  more  significant  effects  on  the  environment  that 
would  change  the  conclusions  set  forth  in  the  SFGH  EIR;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  declares  that  the 
proposed  Project  is  (i)  in  confornnity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  City 
Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and 
Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  City  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City's  General 
Plan,  and  adopts  the  findings  of  Planning  Commission  Resolution  No.  17625  and  the 
memorandum  from  the  Planning  Department  dated  February  21,  2014,  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Health 
Commission  and  the  Director  of  Property,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the 
temporary  License  Agreement  and  the  transaction  contemplated  thereby  in  substantially 
the  form  of  such  agreement  presented  to  this  Board;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Property  to  enter  into  any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the  License 
Agreement  (including,  without  limitation,  the  attached  exhibits)  that  the  Director  of  Property 
determines  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  that  do  not  materially  increase  the 
obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete  the 
transaction  contemplated  in  the  License  Agreement  and  to  effectuate  the  purpose  and 
intent  of  this  resolution,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution 
and  delivery  by  the  Director  of  Property  of  the  License  Agreement  and  any  amendments 
thereto;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  Property  is  hereby  authorized  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  to  execute  the  temporary  License  Agreement 
and  to  take  any  and  all  steps  the  Director  of  Property  deems  necessary  or  appropriate  in 
order  to  consummate  the  conveyance  of  the  temporary  License  Agreement,  or  to  otherwise 
effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively 
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evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Director  of  Property  of  any  such 
documents.

[Emergency  Contract  -  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Building  80/90  Elevator  Modernization 
-  Not  to  Exceed  $2,500,000] 

Resolution  approving  an  emergency  public  worl<  contract  under  Administrative  Code, 
Section  6.60,  to  replace  Elevator  27  and  modernize  and  repair  Elevators  26  and  28  in 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Buildings  80  and  90  with  a  contract  amount  not  to 
exceed  $2,500,000. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  General  Hospital's  (SFGH)  separate  but  physically 
attached  Buildings  80  and  90  at  995  Potrero  Avenue  serve  several  outpatient  clinics  including 
the  Family  Health  Clinic,  Positive  Health  Program,  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  the  Opiate 
Treatment  Outpatient  Program,  and  the  Child  and  Adolescent  Support  Advocacy  and 
Resource  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  Three  elevators — two  in  Building  80  and  a  single  elevator  in  Building  90 — 
service  the  specialty  clinics  located  on  the  Buildings'  six  floors;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  three  elevators  combine  to  provide  more  than  400,000  elevator  trips 
per  year;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  elevators  experience  frequent  disruptions  in  service,  including  several 
incidents  during  extended  out-of-service  periods  that  required  clinical  staff  and  Fire 
Department  response  to  remove  patients  via  the  stairways  using  evacuation  chairs;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  these  frequent  disruptions  in  service,  the  delivery  of  patient  care 
and  the  working  conditions  of  clinical  staff  have  been  adversely  affected;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Title  II  of  the  American  with  Disabilities  Act,  the  City  must  ensure 
that  every  program,  service,  benefit,  activity  and  facility  operated  or  funded  by  the  City  is  fully 
accessible  to,  and  useable  by,  people  with  disabilities;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  repair  and  modernization  of  the  three  elevators  in  SFGH  Building  80 
and  90  is  a  capital  project  under  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability's  ADA  Transition  Plan, 
Critical  Access  Repair  and  Maintenance  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  Administrative  Code,  Section  6.60,  authorizes  department  heads 
responsible  for  public  work  to  award  an  emergency  contract,  exempt  from  the  competitive 
bidding  process,  in  the  event  of  an  actual  emergency  which  includes  the  "breakdown  or 
imminent  breakdown  of  any  plant,  equipment,  structure,  street,  or  public  work  necessitating 
immediate  emergency  repair  or  reconditioning  to  safeguard  the  lives  or  property  of  the 
citizens;  or  the  property  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  or  to  maintain  the  public 
health  or  welfare;"  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  17,  2013,  the  Mayor's  Office  on  Disability  issued  a 
memorandum,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  140140,  which  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein,  requesting  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  declare  an  emergency  in  order  to  execute  a 
contract  for  the  repair  and  modernization  of  the  SFGH  Building  80  and  90  elevators  in  the 
most  expeditious  manner;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  19,  2013,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
declared  an  emergency  to  allow  immediate  repair  and  modernization  of  the  SFGH  Building  80 
and  90  elevators;  and 

WHEREAS,  Administrative  Code,  Section  6.60(D),  requires  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  approve  emergency  work  with  an  estimated  cost  in  excess  of  $250,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  cost  to  repair  and  modernize  the  three  elevators  is  $2,500,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Controller  has  certified  that  funds  are  available  for  this  emergency 
contract;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  and  authorizes  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  proceed  with  all  work  necessary  to  repair  and  modernize 
the  three  elevators  in  SFGH  Buildings  80  and  90  with  a  contract  amount  not  to  exceed 
$2,500,000;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  actions  taken  to  date  by  Department  of  Public  Works 
(DPW)  to  secure  such  emergency  contracts  and  resolve  the  emergency  condition  are  hereby 
ratified;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  thirty  days  of  the  contract  being  fully  executed  by 
all  parties,  DPW  shall  provide  the  final  contract  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusion  into  the 
official  file  (File  No.  140140).
